The funeral of the late Isabel Johnson 
took place yesterday afternoon. A very 
large number of people were present at the 
grave side, general regret beinp. full through- 
out tho comniuoity for the bereaved pareuts. 
Six young girls acted as pall bearers. 

Six months ago VV. Holmes, a journeyman 
tailor, wrote from EoKland to bis brother-in- 
law, Joe Allison, in this city, that he and 
hia wife were on the verge of starvation and 
asked him to assist them to emigrate to tiiia 
oonntry. Allison, a hard working clay- 
maker, went to England, and found that 
Uolmes was really destitute and brought 
him and his wife hack to Nanaimo. Holmes 
did not at first find work, but with his 
brothcr-in. law's assistance he found a house, 
furnished it and for a time lived very comfort- 
ably. Laat week Holmes loft for Portland, 
Oregon, followed a day later by hia wife. 
Alison's hard-earned sayinga have been re- 
duced some aeven or eight luindred dollars 
and numerous store keepers regret having 
allowed Holmes credit, patieularly a furni- 
ture dealer, a quantity of whoso unpiiid for 
ware ia now on aale in a socond-luiml store. 
Holmea parted with it for SIS, having paid 
nothing on account to the original owner.

NEW SUBMARINE CABLE. 

Formation of a French CoinmlsBlon to Form- 
nUte a Fractlcal Flan. 

London, Deo. 11.— A new submarine 
cable is being projected in France. It^is 

said the French niiuistora of war and 
marine, and the chiefa of the Colonial de- 
partment, are forming themselves into a 
conimisBion Kj elaborate a plan. Just what 
is proposed ia not known, and tho most ab- 
Bolule secrecy is imposed. Aa Franco haa 
no colonies the commoreial interests of 
which are not fully served by existing 
cable lines, it is inferred that the new pro- 
ject must have in view aomo political end. 
It is considered hero that the scheme should 
be carefully watched, and that it furnishes 
un additional reason for pushing to comple- 
tion the proposed British Paolfio cable.

London, Deo. 11. — Tho Graphic to-day

This Rfgrnrilfid as a Declaration of 
War— What Minister Tlmratou 
Said— Ills Movi'iuenls. 



Aruici.ANii, N Z , Dec. 9.— Thu steamer 
Moncnvai baa arrived hero. She left Hono- 
lulu November 2-t. All was quiet there. 
[Che news that President Cleveland intended 
to restore the Queen caused great oxcite- 
nieut. It wtta disauasod by excited knots of 
people ou the streets, and wua generally 
condemned. A rumor was publialied in tlio 
Honolulu papera that the (,>ueen waa not 
willing to accept reatorotion unless uaaurod 
of the armed support of the United States. 

The Hawaiian Gasiatte of Kovember 24 
says: "In the meantima the monarchy la 
not restored ond will not be, unless by the 
armed forces of the United States, whose 
forces must then continue to support the 
ex Queen. There may be small difTerences 
in the ranks of the party of reform, but we 
are to-day more united and determined on 
the main iaaue thon ever before. Let every 
reformer put aside oil other and minor 
thinga. Aa purely as there ia eternal justice 
over-rulir.g tlie alLui a of mem, so surely will 
the gro.^a outrage proposed to be dono 
Hawaii fail of its purpose." 

jlo.siiLii.iJ, Nov. 10. — An interview 
with iju inbers of the Provisional Govern- 
ment t Ilia afternoon developed a determina- 
tion lo take nothing ou trust until the U.S. 
(lovorniiieut baa been i llioially heard from. 
Meantime the tni'pH will be kept fully 
armed and a reserve guard ready. Ameii- 
c:uia aa3"il that im reat mat ii.ii ahall take 
jihoe, 'I'ho I'rovi ,i(inal ( i uverument vx- 
pri'Haea tlio nidnioii that the use of forje 
Wfiuld lie ei|ULvali'iit to a deckiralion of war, 
and tlial ahoulil the United Statea reatore 
tlie (.)iieea WiU.-ihipa of that nation would 
lie kept liusy iimteeting her throne. If the 
theory of re.itoralioii should prove true, 
serioua renulta wmihl inevitably follow. 

In couveraaLiou with an Aaaoeiated Preaa 
reporter yesterday Minister Willis aaid be 
was confident legislation favorable to the 
Hawaiian Islands woulil shorlly take jjlaca 
in the United States. Ho thought the duty 
on BUgtir wouUl be placet! at 1 cent, per 
pound, and that the bounty would be re- 
pealed. Thia woulil make a net dill'ereuce 
of about $15 a ton to Hawaiian planters 
uniler their preaent contraota, wbicb allow 
the sugar trust a heavy rebate. 

\V.\si[iNt!TO.v, Deo. 11. — Minister Thura- 
ton, boforo leaving for Honolulu, told aoino 
friends that the Provisional (loverument baa 
1,100 men under arnia ready to respond at 
tlio Bie;nal of a bell. Tnia force will not be 
permitted to dre on United Stalee marinea 
if landed ; neither will ibo I'roviaional (!ov- 
ernment lay down its anna and leave the 
Government building upon request of Minis- 
ter Willis, even after mariot/^ are landed. 
The Provisional Government will remain 
until its members are arrested and taken 
out. It will resist any interference by any 
other than armed force of the United States 
with ita military force in command. It ia 
positively asserted that Thurston ia going to 
Honolulu. 

Senator Hoar thia morning introduced a 
resolution aakini; by what authority Hlouut 
had been appointed, and proceeded to com- 
ment upon the fact that the information 
which had been given the Senate under seal 
of oontidenOB had been supplied by the 
state department to representatives of four 
newspapers that were known to have been 
zealous, thorough-going and almost un- 
acrupulouB aupportera of tho administra- 
tion. Tho appointment of u connnis- 
sinner with piiramount authority aa rep- 
reaciitativo of the United States in these 
ialamii he regarded aa being the grosaerit 
violation of the constitution of the United 
Stales ever charged up and imputed to a 
public iiliicial. .Sir. Hoar, in the cmirao of 
Ilia siieech, aaid he wanted the matter to be 
."■epiirat fd friHii all (jucotions of annexation 
er pr'iteetoruto, and that if it were true the 
I'reaident of the Uniied States (thu Senate 
liein:^- ill aesiiiiii) uutliorizeil (Jli x'ra lo e.xer- 
eiae parumouni (li[)lomatic autdiority to 
withcraw at bia diacretion or land forces of 
the United .States lie wua standing on very 
slippery ground, and lind better step back 
to terra tiriiia right smart. 

Sas Fi;ani1'<i ii, Deo. 10 — It is known 
positively here by the .Aaaociatod I'retia that 
the plan of aetiun aa outliiird by .Minister 
'I'huralon to frienda in Wasbington City be- 
fore he left for Honolulu is identical with 
inatruotions forwarded to Honolulu Novem- 
ber 16 by the VVarrimoo. Cleveland's policy 
regarding Hawaii was made public only a 
few duya beforetho Warrimoo sailed. Thurs- 
ton immediately sent a dispatch to Van- 
couver and had it forwAfled by the Worn- 
nioo to Honolulu, where it was delivered to 
the Provisional Governmeut on the 23rd. 



THE SANDEBSON-EDUUMDS CASE. 

A Third, or JJatlier a First Wife allcsldont of 
This Clty-Slie is the Only hetiU Wife. 

Another chapter in the rather strange case 
of Mr. J. Sanderaou-Kdmunda, to which the 
San Francisco papers have lately devoted 
columns, mtjy be written from thia city, 
whore a very much interested party, aa yet 
not brought forward, resides. Mr. J. San- 
deruon-Kdmunds, it will be remembered, 
arrived in San Francisco a few months ago 
with a dainty little Japaneae bride, known 
na Shi Saku in her own land, and to whom 
he bad been foritially united in marriage at 
the ISritiali Conaulate in Yokohama. The 
couple took apartments at the Cosmopolitan 
hotel, where they lived in style as long as 
money and credit lasted. Then Mrs. Shi 
Saku Sanderson Edmunds became the guest 
of Rev. J. SttamoCo, superintendent of 
the Japanese mission, while her hus- 
band courted and entered into a con- 
tract niarriagn with a San Francisco 
girl named May Hill. It was through 
his taking steps to have the marriage with 
Mias Hill formally solemnized by Rev. E. 
B. Spaulding, of St. Johns, that led to tho 
exposure of hia dual matrimonial relations. 
Mr. Sanderaon Edmunds forthwith dis- 
appeared, nor liaa hia dap'nieso wife nor 
tho legal light retaineil by hia numerous 
oreditura been able to locate him. 

Now for t,hn Victoria part of the story. 
For tho past six months' or more a third or 
rather a first .Mrs. J. Sanderaon-Kdnnmda — 
neither tho little bride from Japan, nor yet 
Mias May Hill— baa been a resident of this 
city.

UNRELIABLE "NEWS." 

Lord Ro^ebery, a few weelis ago, Jia- 
coursing on oolonial aubjecta at tlio Colonial 
luslitiite, aaid : " It is really an Imperial 
crime, if 1 may say so, that the news which 
is telegraphed from the centre of tho Empire 
to its remotest limits is not more accurately 
chosen or disseminated. I do not specify 
any particular part, but I <to aay tliia — 
that untold miachief has been done at thi> 
utmoat regions of the Empire by news being 
conveyel from the centre whioh conveys a 
totally wrong impression of what has been 
done." 

This is particularly true of the news— or 
what purports to be news — sent to this aide 
of the Atlantic. Much that comea over tho 
cables ia of auch a partisan character that it 
bears tho mark of unreliability on its face. 
It is evidently compiled or written to please 
the auti-Britieh part of tho public of the 
United States. Besides, very much that 
the public got and pay for aa news is not 
news at all, but comment on current events 
by men whoso only claim to consideration 
appears to be a bitter and blind hatred of 
Great Britain and British institutions. 

Of such a nature is the United Press 
cablegram whioh appeared on the eighth 
page of our issue of Sunday. The writer of 
the message, it ia very evident, haa con- 
tracted a violent antipathy to the House of 
Lords, and oondequently takes a prejudiced 
view of what that body has done in the way 
of rejecting bills aent up to it from the 
Houae of Commons. He inveighs against 
the Lords for inserting an amendment in the 
Employers Liability Hill, whioh he says the 
Aliniatry will not accept, and then he in- 
dulges in a diatribe on what be oalls " Tory 
intolerance." As the reader sees, ^ery little 
of that telegram is really newa. De- 
nunciation of tho Houao of Lords 
and all its works is not news. Tho 
United States and even Canada can pro- 
duce, and in fact do produce, moro than 
enough of that kind of stuff for their own 
consumption. Why the United Proas 
should pay cable r ites for it when aa good 
or bettor — or as bad or worse — can bo manu- 
factured al homo it is hard to tell. It just 
may bo that it ia manufactured al 
home. The press agent in London may 
snpply the news in a properly condensed 
form, and the comment may be added to it 
in New York. We do not know that this 
is the caso, but we merely say that it is im- 
poaaiblo to comprehend liow a syndicate of 
business men should pay cable rales for such 
trash as often comea over the wires under 
the name of newa. 



The IjOrda are denounced for wishing to 
iueerl in the ICmployera I^iabiliiy Lill a 
clause which will enable oniploycra and 
workmen lo retain a part of the liberty they 
now enjoy. They wish to have the law eo 
framed that contracts can be made between 
employers and workmen to which the act 
cannot apply. Thia may be a good thing 
for tho [larliea coiicerneil, or it may nol. 
Thoro are some besides tho Lords who bo- 
Heve that there are oiraumstatvces in wbioh 
the parties should have the option of oom> 
ing' under the law or staying outside of it. 
A writer in the Nineteenth Century, Mr. 
A. I). I'rovand, ALP., ia in favor 
of prohibiting conlrac'a out of the 
Act, as a rule, but ho admits 
that there are exceptions. He says : "Kx- 
oeptions to the law must, therefore, bo few ; 
but when It Is so indisputably dear, as in 
the case of railway insurance sooieties, that 
the interests of tho meti would be preju- 
diced by tho refusal to allow them to con- 
tract out of tho Act, the Government ahould 
not inaist on a condition being absolute 
which will, in some oases, operate inequi- 
tably." 

Here we find an advocate of the Govern- 
ment's bill, and a gentleman who haa given 
tho subject much study, willing, in the in- 
terests of the woikiiign-.ou, to permit, in 
some cases, contracting out of the AcL It 
is not at all unlikely that it is if just aueh 
coses the Lords desire to make the excep- 
tion. Tho Oonservative leader has, no 



doubt, taken measures to ascertain the 
wishes of workingmen on tho subject, Mr. 
Provand says that when a similar bill was 
before Parliament in 18S0 it was pat to the 

employes of two of tho greatest Rngliah 
railways whether tliey would come under 
tho Act or remain as they were, and they, 
in one case unanimously, and in another by 
a ballot vote of seven to one, desired to re- 
main as they were. The men ho- 
liovod that tho existing arrangementa 
between them and their employers were 
better than any that could l)o made under 
the law. It is moro than probable that 
there are many employes who, to-day, be- 
lieve that thoy would not be as well off 
under Mr. (lladatone'u law aa they are 
under tho operation of an agreement volun- 
tarily made wilh their ciuployera, Those 
who believe that the Lords desire lo amend 
tho bill from merely factious motivea are 
very greatly mistaken. To represent them 
aa having no other reason for the course 
they aro pursuing than to embarrass Mr. 
Oladatonc, and to make his Government un- 
popular, is doing them a very great in- 
justice. Lorii Saliabury ia as clear-hoiuled 
a statesman us there ia to-duy in tho world. 
He is too intelligent and too far-seeing to 
take a course whioh he cannot justify to tho 
workingmen of tho nation, a very large pro- 
portion of whom have votea. Ho doea 
nothing without weighing well the probable 
conai ijuences of his act, unil ho 'ind his co- 
laborers in the Conservative cause are, no 
doubt, ready to give electors of the workiug 
class a reason for the course they have 
taken in this mutter of the Employers Lia- 
bility bill. 



A DIFFICULT SITUATION. 

Tho roveraea ^vhicll the Mowat Govern- 
ment sustained in Ivist Liiniblon and Nnrlh 
Bruco are regarded aa aerioua by tho Con- 
servatives as well as the Liberals of Eastern 
Canada. Tho two now forces whioh showed 
their strength in those elections will have to 
bo dealt wilh in future contests, and no one 
seems to know what changes they may bring 
about. Tho Patrons of Induuliy, who form 
a purely secular organization, uro treated 
with groat coniiderittion by both the Liberal 
and the Conservative papers. It is evident 
that both parties aro not without hope nf 
getting their aid at the next general elec- 
tion. It is also clear that thoy aro both 
nervous, neither being just now able even to 
guess whether tho now party will throw its 
weight into the Liberal or the Conservative 
scale or will act independently of both the 
old parties. The situation is interesting 
and we do not at all wonder that tho politi- 
cal arithmeticians of the East regard with 
solicitude the new factors in their calcula- 
tions. 

There is, however, no room to mistake 
the attitude assumed by both the old parties 
with respect to tho Protestant Protective 
Association. It is ouo of open hostility. The 
Toronto Globe dehea it, and the Montreal 
Gazette denouncea it. After declaring that 
the defeat in East Lkmbton was sustained 
by *■ Liberalism in the broad and historic 
sense," the Globe goes on to say : " If, 
however, tho battle of religious cijuality and 
justice ia to be fought over again, there 
ought to bo no doubt about tho aide on 
which the Liberals in thia Province and the 
Dominion shall bo found. They cannot, 
without sacrificing everything of Liberalism 
but its name, make any compromise with 
such an organizition as the P.P.A., though 
every conflict should result in a temporary 
defeat, though every constituency in On- 
tario should follow the example of East 
Lambton." 

Tfae Montreal Gazette, which is Conserva- 
tive to the backbone, treats the Patrons of 
Industry pretty much aa the Toronto Globe 
does. It does not say a grout deal in their 
favor, but it takes very good care not lo 
offend them. 15ut there ia no uncertainty 
in its tone when it directa ita attention to tho 
Protestant Protective Association. It says : 

"That organization is as wicked as it is 
senaoleaa. It ia absolutely without a rai-ioii 
ti'Llri: in the administration of ulfairs in 
province or donnnion, or in the character 
of our laws. It is fraught with inlinito 
miachief, and should bo sternly discounten- 
anced by every patriotic citizen who values 
the priceless privilege of civil and religious 
liberty and tho e(iuality of uU claaaes in tho 
eye of tho law. No political party can 
afford to nurso the movement. At the 
moment, it appears to have taken an extra- 
ordinary hold in aomo aectioua of Ontario, 
and may even survive until a general elec- 
tion; but sooner or later, like all other 
movements founded In fanaticism, working 
in the dark and deatituto of a ahred of 
proper principle, it muat subside and dia- 
apiiear. " 

In the meanwhile, it ia hard to tell what 
disturbances it will create, what men it will 
bring into prominence, and what effect it 
will have on the two old political parties. 



A MANLY MAN. 

Mr. Van Alen, after his nomination to 
the post of Minister to Italy had been con- 
firmed by the Senate, declined the appoint- 
ment in a manly letter to the President. It 
will be remembered that it was declared by 
tho Republicans and boliovod by a very 
largo proportion of the people of tho United 
States that Mr. Van Alen had bou(;ht tho 
place by making an immensely large contri- 
bution to the Democratic election fund. He 
denied this, it is true, but his denial, us may 
be readily supposed, went for very little 
with the general public. It was, moreover, 
said that Mr. Van Alon had nothing to 
recommend him for publio employment 
but his wealth. It was stated broadly 
that he was nothing moro and nothing 
better than a dude. But his letters 
to the I'resident on tho aubjeot of hia ap- 
pointment show very clearly that thia ia not 
the case. They shovv clearly that he ia a 
high-minded gentleman who knows what is i 
tfae right thing to do in a diiiioult and deli> 
cate busineas, and who has the courage to I 



do it manfully and in A gcaceful way. Tho 
President would not accept his refuaal at 
first, but begged him, in terms hlfihly compli 
mentary to Mr. Van Alen, to reconsider hia 

determination. But he, both for hia own 
sake and out of consideration for tho party 
to which be belongs, requested tho President 
to consider his decision as final. Wo do not 
think that any diacerning man who reada 
Mr. Van Alon's letters will regard him aa a 
dude or will agree with thono who declare 
that he is wholly unfit to perform tho duties 
of representative of the United States at 
Rome. 



THE U. S. INDIANS. 

It appeara that the Indiana in the United 
States are not dying out. " It ia a miS' 
take," says tho Secretary of tho Interior in 
his report, " to aupposo that tho number of 
Indiana is rapidly decreasing. On the con 
trnry, the last census allows over li."iO,U0O, 
and, tribal wars and wars with tho whites 
having ceased, they are increasing rather 
than diminishing in number." 

Tho Government having ceaaed to fight 
tho Indiana is now civilizing them and 
educating their children. There were last 
year enrolled on the rcgiatora of tho Indian 
schoola of the Statea 21,138 pupils. Thia ia an 
incroaaeof twelve hundred odd overlaatyear, 
and of about seven thousaod ainoo 1887. Tho 
Indian children attend school moro regularly 
than ndght be expected. The average at 
tendance was lost year lG,.'!3.'i. Thia out of 
au onrolmonfc of 21,1.')S is very good. There 
aro twenty training schools for Indiana in 
the States and Territories, the average at 
tendance at which waa ,3,C21. " It should 
not be expected," the Secretary aaya, " that 
all these children will retain, when returned 
to their savage parents, the habits - and 
manner of life which thoy were required to 
adopt while attending school, but tho cduca 
tion and the iolluence which they carry to 
their homes ia having a gradual effect whioh 
will be certain in ita result." The United 
States expects to spend on its Indians next 
year f (i.UH 1 ,7.'ll)-

As ho entered tho oar ho laid tho 
oxpress paokago down on a seat, and boforc 
be had finhhed the passenger ooaohcs the 
uproar became so great that he jumped off 
tho other end of the train without coming 
back for the package or molesting the pas- 
acDgers in the sleeper at the rear of the 
train. The fireman was tho only person in- 
jured, receiving a fldsll wound iu tho arm.

Vessels Loatliug: at Rio Ordered to 
Remove From Present 
AncLoraere. 

Attack ou Fort Vlllcgaffuon— Aduiiral 
■->' da Gama Issues an Import- 
ant Manifesto.

WAsiiiSGToy, D.C., Dec. 11. — The Navy 
department has received a cable dispatch 
from Rio do Janioro that indicates prepara- 
tions by I'resident I'eixoto for a big battle 
between his forces aud those of .-idniiral 
Mello. Tho dispatch is from Capt. Ticking, 
commanding the U. S. naval forces 
at Rio, and in substance is as 
follows: "The Brazilian Government has 
requented foreign consuls to warn vessels to 
move from tho present auchnrugo and has 
drawn a line within which it will be danger- 
ous to venture. This v.dll prevent the load- 
ing and unloading of cargoes." 

Kiu DK J.\.s'Kiuo, Doo. 11. — On tho nij^ht 
of Dec, (i an attack was made by a largo 
force of I'eixoto'a men in launches upon Fort 
Villepagnon, which had been so badly 
shattered by 1 tho incessant fire from 
the loyal land batteries that Pelxoto 
hought it might bo taken by as- 
sault, but the garrison gave his men 
such a vigorous resistance that they were 
forced to draw off, while many of their num- 
ber were killed. When the Aquidaban and 
Eaperanza returned from their trip to tho 
south and anchored of Ilha do Grande, tho 
([unrantine station, a force from Mello's ships 
destroyed the liuinches kept there foriiuaran- 
tinc purpose, took all llie provisiona in the 
store, confiscated the money on bund for 
the p.nynient of the (junriuiline siuir, aei/.jd 
their stemii launeh, cut the Ciible between 
Ilha do Grande and Kio and took tlio telo- 
f^riiph instrument abo.ird his own llni^ship. 
As the Aipiidaban and Ksperunzi were run- 
ning tho gauntlet of the forts at 
the harbor's entrance, the lOsper- 
anzi's high presauro cylinder was 
struck by a shot and one of her engineers 
was killed. Ou board tho Aquidaban live 
sailors were killed by tho explosion of a 
Hotohkiss shell. There is no news of the 
America and Nichteroy. Mello is said to 
bo preparing a warm reception for them. 

Tho Government has received a telegram 
from Desterro, stating that important events 
are expected there shortly. President Peix- 
oto has dismissed Admiral Concolvcs, com- 
mander of the Tiradentes and Bahia, now at 
Montevideo, because of doubts in regard to 
his loyalty. Gen. Saraiva has sent to Poix- 
oto a telegram from Soroocaha, December 1 , 
that lio might hear news from there shortly. 

Admiral da Gama, oommauding tho in- 
surgent vessels in Rio harbor, has iasuod a 
manifesto to his feliow-eountrymcn, stiying 
ho openly joiua the ranks of those lighting 
to free tho country from militiirisni and a 
hybrid alliance with tho iiilhienoo of seclari- 
ouism, and will exert every cfTort to rescue 
the country from the anarchy and 
serfdom to which her proFciit rulers have 
brought her and restore tho Government 
which in a momoiit of national atupofaotion 
and surpriso was overthrown Novombor 15, 
ISH'J. Tho manifesto cloHes : 

" Brazilians, victory is certain. Hasten 
it by bringing every poaaiblo moral inllu- 
ence to help our cause. I call on all the 
oonaorvativo classes of Brazil to cast olT 
tho intolerable yoko of slavery imiiosed by 
tho militarism of 1S89. I hope to lullill my 
duty us a Brazilian, though tho end bo 
death. Let others do tho samo. 

"Salienha da Gama." 

The entire medical stalf of tho navy, 
whloh has hitherto maintained a neutral 
attitude, to-day joined Admiral Gama at 
Enchadas island.

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THE HUNTINGDON TRAGEDY. 



A Witness Tells of Stroebel'a Finan- 
cial Expectations -How Lucas 
Worked Dp the Case. 



Mrs- Bavtlett's Fart Kxiiluined— The 
Juclffo Reseuts Ketlectious uu 
the Witnesses- 

When the Aaaizo court, Mr. Justice 
Wolkem preaidiut;, opened at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morniDg, the fifth diiy'd proceed- 
ings of the trial of Albert Stroubol for the 
wilful murder of John MaiahiiU ooni- 
nicnced. The cuae for tho Crown wu3 utill 
in progress when tho court rose in tho even- 
ing, and there are some Crown witnesses 
ycb to bo called. 

Frank F. Curpenlcr, barber, of Sumas 
city, teatilii'd I hut llie pt idoiier, Albert 
Stroebel, hud al one time been uppreuiiced 
to burboi- Luraon, of Ihiit pluco, whoao 
employ he liift some weeks before tho I'Jlh 
of April. During tho time when ])riHoner 
was not working ho hud talked uboul buy- 
iuH out the witDO.SB, who oll'ered to aell for 
S'J.jO, to cover the Hxturea in tho hurbur 
shop and hia gooda for keeping houao. 
I'riaoner said he hud $;H)0 in the buiilc at 
New VVeBlminater. The matter waa agreed 
upon and talked over day after day, but for 
some reaeon tho money did not enmu. Tlie 
priaonor lold him that he wanted to aettle 
down and waa coing to get married. 
The mutter had been talked of between 
them in tho proaenco of Mra. Hurtletl, 
her daughter Mary and some of the younger 
children, including, he thought, ilie girl 
Lizzie, now in court, thia talking over lieiiig 
less than a week bcloi e Marahall waa killed. 
The amount he wouhi take waa then men- 
tioned, but nothing waa said about tho f.'jOU 
at New Westminster. Tho negotiatioua 
were still on foot at the 19th of April, lie 
had had a conversation with Mrs. Uirtlett 
about i;ettiDg across the line a horse which 
she said Stroebel ownod on the other side of 
tho line. She said aho wanted to get an at- 
tachment on the horse on account of some 
money owing to her by Stroebel, of whom 
she said shu wanted to get rid, as she wua 
afraid of him. 

To Mr. Morrison witness said he was not 
at the former trial, and was not subptonaed 
to come liere, but camo in conaequenoe of a 
telegriuu received on Friday laat, from 
Mr. Moreaby. Ho could not remember 
that Mr. Morrison (couuael now queatiou- 
iug) had visited him in Sumaa laat June, and 
did not believe ho wua the party in a light 
suit who cauio with Mr. Ackernian. He 
did not believe that he auid on that occaaion 
that what he knew about tho alluir would 
not bo in favor of the prosecution, and that 
therefore they would not aubpiuna him. 
The party in tho light suit aaid he would 
send for him if wanted. Wilnesa hud sub- 
sequently seen Mr. Moreaby, and talked 
with hint. Ho uuderatood from prieoner 
that the SoOO mentioned waa at that time 
in hank at Weatminater, and waa((uite sure 
that priaoner did not say he e.xpecled it from 
one Moulton in reapect of a land transaction. 
He had heard some talk of some land traua- 
action, but had paid no jiarlicular attention 
to it. The laud ho thought waa the pro- 
perty of Stroebel'a brother, and put into the 
prisoner's hand to aavc it. From the 
prisoner it wen^ rightfully to Mr. Moulton, 
now in court. Witness bad been negotiating 
with Mrs. Bartlett for the purobase of her 
hotel, and bad at the time money enough 
which he bad earned, having other honest 
businesa i>esides barbering. He knew 
Station Agent Black, and considered him 
fairly well fixed. Witneaa had heard of 
Bome sort of a game with nutahella and a 
pea, in which the object waa to gueaa under 
which ahell the pea waa. Ho waa not 
familiar with how ic waa doue, 
and did not know tlio name, whether 
thimble ■ rigging or aomothing else. 
He had run L^raon'a store for him for a abort 
time about a year ago, but had not taken 
any articles of Larson's away with him 
when he left, aud it waa not truo that the 
police had over aearclied hia atoro for Ihem. 
Ho had come to Sumaa from Tauoina, and 
to that city from St. Paul. He left Taconja 
to hotter himself, hut could not say that he 
had done thia in Sumas City. If there wua 
an advantage in liwing near the boundary 
line he had not fouud it out. 

Charles Moulton, hotel keeper, of Hunt- 
ingdon, said he had brought auit uguiuat 
the prisoner aome time about March laat, to 
find out how lie had got poaaeaaion of cer- 
tain land near Vancouver. Ho had 
previously got judumont againat Stroe- 
bel's brother on a promissory note 
which had been turned over to him by 
Mr. Loughreen for the Bank of Sumaa fur 
collection. The note was tor about §250. 
After he sued, the property waa turned over 
to the prisoner, so witness then took pro- 
ceedings against bim to show how he got 
possession. Prisoner then came to bim and 
wanted to settle, as he said be did not want 
to go to court. Witness offered to give 
priaoner the amount the suit would coat, 
if ho would deed the land to tho Hank of 
Sumas, and also I'j give him tho right to gel 
it back within a year. I'riaoner gave the 
di'cd, and got aljout iiV) from the bank. 
\Vheii prisoner went to Westndnster to set- 
tle the caar- tie saiil ho hud no money, so wit- 
ness advanced what was neceai-ary. 

To Mr. Morrison witnona said tho Hunk 
of Sumas and tho c^iinhirr urct atill ihore, l)ut 
the tnoiicy is all guiif. Ho kept Homo liorboH 
and often bet on Ihoin, uud bet on muny 
other thinga us well. He had never hot on 
tho result of this trial, und had not heard 
anyone else bel on it at tho Holbrook houtii 
in NVeatminbtor, or aiiywhoro else-. He liud 
not heard anybody sptak of boiling on the 
trial. 

David H. Lucas, nuiiHhal c,f .Sunni.-i City, 
boarding house koe[)or aud milkman, fiiid 
Mrs. liarllett wan one of hia cuslumi;rB for 
milk, in April last. Tho murahal ia no« 
paid by foes only, but in April last bcsidoH 
the fees he got wages, ij^.'iO a month he 
thought. At one time ho got $DU a montli. 
He delivered milk to Mrs. Bartloit 
between 7 and 8 a.m. on the 20th April, 
and then saw Mrs. Bartlett, Mary and 
Lizzie Bartlett, the prisoner Stroebel and 
Johnnie lUrtlett. In the presence 
of tho olhera Stroebel asked him 
if ho had heard cjf tho murder of John 
Murahall. Witness replied that he had not 
and asked who was .lolui Muriihall. 
■■ Mra. Harllid.C roplioil, " why don't 
you know John Marshall, Uio I'ortn- 
gee, who livni ncroHS the lincj" 
Wilncas left then and piiKaod into llic ollijo 
through the diidng-rooin, and hamled Maiy 
Bartlett a bucket of ndlk. He waited for 
her to empty it and return Iho liuckol. 
AVhile standing thorn he hoard Albert Stroe- 
bel nak iSlrij. Hurtletl to go ajrosa Iho lino 
and aeo tho Chinaman who worked at Mar- 
shall's tho day before to aeo if he Iniev,' any- 
thing 0^ murder. When wilnofs waa 
nearly home, it being then raining, he called 
ID to a grocery store, left hia buckol, and 
Btarted back to where the dead body lay. 
Ho saw the man and recognized him as one 
who had eaton in his place several timea 
though ho did not know the name On t he 
way up ho had met Mrs.. Bartlett und tho 
priaoner. She was coming from towards tho 



China washhousa. Stroebel was talking to 
a min named MoGillivray outside the 
lattcr's hotel near the depot. 

At 12 o'clock the court sdjourned until 
1:30 p.m. 

Mr. Lucas resumed his testimony when 
the court met. He said he went up lo Mar- 
abaU'a house and remained watching the 
body until Mr. Moreaby arrived. Thou ho 
went baok to the Bartlett hotel, where ho 
found Siroebiil, Mrs. B*rtlett, Miss Mary 
Bartlett and aome of the children. Mrs. 
Bartlett asked him if he was after Al, and 
witness replied that he was not. Stroebel 
said, "I wish they would take me, for I 
want to go to Vancouver anyway." Wit- 
neaa ato a piece of cake and then auid, " Ah, 
I do want you, bat only to go with mo to 
point oui tho Chinaman who was working 
tor iV'arahall." Ho aaid " I don't have to 
go," and witnopt' replied certainly not ; that 
iti waa a mere matter of courtcay _ to Mr. 
Moreaby und the ollioera from Hritish Col- 
umbia, who wanted to summon the right 
Chinanuui. He then said "All right ; give 
mo my shoes," md then culled for hia 
boota. Ho waa running round the room 
apparently hunting for thorn liiiiimdf, and 
then tiuding u pulr of gum boots auid, " I'll 
lake the gum boots." They then wont 
across the lino together to in.' Hunlingdou 
botol, whoio llioy mot Mr. Moreaby, anil in 
a few nion.ontH they all went up to the 
China house, where iirisoner pointed oui the 
Chinanuui, whom Mr. .Morosby then sum. 
nioued to appear at the imiui.at ne.\i day. 
All three then started back to tho Hunting- 
don hotel, und there Stroebel also waa sum- 
luoned. Witneaa and Stroebel then went 
back lo Sumaa together. Just before they 
got to tho liartlett hotel wit neaa auw .Mrs. 
Bartlett and her daughter Mary standing in 
tho ollice door, and Cliarlea liartloU standing 
ouuide the door on the sidewalk. Witneaa 
told Siroebel that it had been reported that 
tho man hud been allot iwic-j wilh a iiS 
calibre revolver, but that tho doctor hud 
examined him and claiiiieil him to be shot 
once with a .44. Ho replied, " Thai leL'a 
mo out ; mine is a .38.''' The doctor had 
not, as a matter of fact, at that time ex- 
amined the body, but wllnasa had made tho 
statement with a view of finding out about 
Stroobel'a revolver, and whether he would 
llinchursayanything about it. Witneaa asked 
to see tho revolver, and Stroebel said " All 
right ; woit here and I'll go to niy room and 
got it." Ho went away and returned with 
the revolver. In tho meantime Mr. Bart- 
lett had walked away, but Mrs. Bartlett 
was standing in the ollico door. Witneaa 
examined the revolver and reniaiked that 
there had boon two chambers recently (irod 
and tho balance thrown out without being 
fired. He then aaked Stroebel what he had 
done wilh the cartridges, and ho replied 
that he did not have any. W itnoss exam- 
inod tho revolver again, and said there liad 
been two chambers recently tired, two that 
the cartridges had been thrown out of with- 
out being liroil, and one apparently that had 
had no cartridge in it for aome time, aud he 
aaked, " Al, ian't it a fact that you 
have some cartridges in your room '.' " 
Ho aaid, " 1 have not, and never 
had." Witneaa said, "Did you not 
have the revolver wilh you at MarahaU'a ou 
the 19th;" Stroebel replied, "I did," and 
when aaked why he carried it without cirt- 
ridgea aaid it was because ho waa in the habit 
of doing 80. Ho then declared ho had no 
cartridges in bia room, aud gave witneaa 
permiiaiOD to go and see. They went ii)) to 
the room together, but found not cartridgoa. 
The search waa not a thorough one. He 
walked down ataira with tho revolver in hia 
hand, and out on the aidewalk remarked to 
Stroebel that he would keep the revolver, 
which he now identified in court, uotil the 
the next day. Stroebel protested that he 
bad 00 right to do this, and said bo would 
charge bim with it and would "put it down 
on ice." Witness later on gave tho revolver 
to Mr. Moreaby at Huntingdon. Tho next 
morning witness saw Slroebel acrosa the 
lino wilh the party to the im|ueat, which 
lasted until tho afternoon. About 
dusk ho saw Stroebel come out 
of the dining room of Moulton'a 
hotel at Huntingdon uh if ho had been lo 
supper, und then crrsa the line homo. Ou 
the morning of the '-''Jiid witneaa went up 
towards the Hartlolt hotel, in Sumaa, umi 
passing in front of I^ iraou'a barboi-shop saw 
Slroebel sitting in tli.;ro. A httlo while 
later he aaw Mra. lUrlletl go iuto 1'. A. 
Lawrence's (dlice, und witneaa going lo the 
buck door heard a converaalion liotwoon 
tl-.oii), When sue left witness went in aud 
spoke to Lawrence. He wi-.v.t bui;k to tho 
Hjrtlett hotel, and apoko lo aomo of the 
girla in the olUco beloro going ou through 
the dining-rooHi into the kilciien, where ho 
aaw Mrs. IJartlott and commenced talking 
to her. Mary cinio in and some of the 
smaller children were there too. Mra. 
Biirtlett asked if he waa not going to arrest 
Stroebel, and he replied, " N i ; why ahould 
I arrest him';" She said, "I'm afraid he'll 
kill us all." Wilnesj remarked, "He 
hasn't any gun to kill onyone 
with," and added, " Mra. Bartlett, 
did you make such remarka as 
I heard in P. A. Lawrence's oflioe ?" 
She aaid " 1 did," and witness said "What 
do you know about the matter?" She 
replied "I know enough !" and continued 
thut she overheurd witnosa und .Slroeliol talk 
ubout Iho revolver und the cur'ridgoa on 
the evening of the 'JDili, and going to hia 
room, unknown to him, auw a crimp in ilie 
clothes near tho head of the bed, and turii- 
tho clollii-B down fmind two empty 
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sheila anil two loaded onoa. She took them 
in h(.-r hand and lofl th.' room, and ,'a abe 
cuiiio out Stroobcl ciUeii out to know what 
alio wua lioing in hia room. She answiirod 
" nothing," but he niahoii in the room und 
coming back took hold of her und auid 
"Vou'vegol my curl ridgci; give them up." 
She became fri;;li li-ned and ^av(! ihom to 
him. Witneaa aaked her if she waa willing 
lo nign a written statement to tho elfijct of 
what she had told, and sho replied 
"Vou write it out aud I'll sign it." 
Witness said, "unfortunately I'm a very 
poor scribe;" and then left. In the after- 
noon be went into J. J. Fuller'a grocery 
store, and got him to write oat tho state- 
ment now before the court, from witness' 
dictation. Ho went tn the Bartlett lioii l 
ollico, where Al. Stroibol was ail ! in- . i ii - 
iug, .Inhn Bartlett standing near by. \\'it 
lU fii stood thore a little while talking with 
John, and Stroebel quit writing, and pick, 
ing up Ilia letter folded it up into u long 
n.irrow alrip, wliiidi In- k<-[)t, ui Ins h fi hand 
while be corniiienoeil wilting on another 
pioci: of pijier 
kilclion lo Mr 
llio alalenieni 
papers ; you 
to aeo if 

thrni." She looked al thoiii a bit und Ihi n 
oallod in her d'lugbter Mary, who rou.l tho 
atatrmont. Mra. Ivirllotl Hignod tliodoou 
iiioiit ami al witneaa' ri'(|Uoat I lie daughter 
wrote and signed the declaration thut aho 
had read it to her mntln-r. I'lnm liurth^tl'a 
ho weiil:ov('r to Huntingdon, und ho wa» only 
there a little wliili^ when Joliii Hurtletl cuiiii! 
in und handed to liiin the paper written by 
prieoiior which the Avituias had already 
identified in this court. Heturning to 
Sumas some time later ho went to the hotel 
kitchen by the back way and ask od Mra.Hart- 
lett to point outStroebol'sroomfromthottlloy 
way. She did ao, and looking in tho nmd 
thoy found two empty shelle lying in 
the oUcy way under hia window, just bo-

yond a little pool of water. What mado 
him think of thia was that the night before 
be had dreamed of having found aome ahella 
lyipg near water, and turning over the 
matter in hia mind all day, the dream had 
suddenly occurred to him just before ho 
went in to have Stroobel'a window pointed 
out. When he found the cartridges, Mrs. 

Bartlett said, " Me and my son " -. The 

witness waa here atopped by an objection 
by Mr. Morrison that thia converaation 
could not be repeated, the objection being 
sustained, Wit nesscont.inninii said he then 
wont away and some time afterwards met 
Stroebel near tho depot, and said, " Al, 
come and toko a walk." Ho aaid, 
" Lucas, you'vo got nio now," and 
biirat out crying. Witness answered, 
'* Foolishneaa ! What mako's you talk^ 
that way '.' I huvou't arrested you 
nor said nothing ubout it." Ho aaid, 
" You're fixing to get ino arroaled." Wit- 
neaa replied "I am not. Ah, anything of 
the kind, but I want to know what you 
done with your curtriilgi-S. " Ho said "I 
did not have any." Tliey kept walking 
aloiiKund talking, and wilnesa asked him it 
he did not take two loaded onea and two 
em[)ly ones from Mrs. Hurtletl on the even- 
ing of tho 'JOth. Ho siiid "That's a lie." 
Witness asked him if hi: did not throw two 
omply sheila out of tho window, and ho aaid 
that waSjU lie too, and ho could go back and 
prove it. Hy this time lliey wore acroau the 
line, near the Huntingdon hotel. Stroebel 
had given hia cane to witneaa, who now aaid 
"Al., come in and lake Homething.'' They 
went in und got a drink, ami alartod 
for homo. Mr. Moreaby came up behind 
and arrested Slroebel, taking liim buck into 
tho hotel. After Bearcliiiig him, witiuaa 
thought of iho nolo he had in hia pocket, 
and aaked Mr. Moresby if he would not try 
to gel aome of the jirisoiier'a natural hand- 
writing by gelling an order from tho priaon- 
er. lu conaei|Uence of thia Slioobol waa led 
to write an oriUr for hia clothea which wit- 
neaa took acroaa. The order waa now pro- 
duced in couit and idenlilied, being in thoae 
words : " Mr. Hurtlott : Please give Mr. 
Liicua iny clean clothes up in the room, und 
my white shirt.— Albert Stboeuel." With 
this order he went to the hotel and got Mrs. 
Bartlett to go up to the room to got the 
clothee. While they were both in the 
room ho searched overylhiDg over care- 
fully twice, and WBS about to leave, and 
turiiing again took hold of the muttreaa 
which lie had before tried to lift and could 
not becuuao it wua ao light, and finally suc- 
ceuded in getting it up. Aa ho hold it up, 
two or throe foot from tho bed frame, Mra. 
Harllotl held the lamp, und she aaw the 
cariridgea, [Hnuling lo ihe alat and aaying 
"There i.hey are." Tho court here ad- 
journed to the adjoining room, when witneaa 
lifted the muttreaa and marked on the alat 
tho place whore tho buUela wore found. 
Thia wi.a about two feet from the far side 
of tho bod. He aaid tho clothea were not 
lucked botwoon tho inutlrcea und side of 
tho bod aa alaled by Mra. Harllett, and 
could not be ao arruii^od, the muttreaa I 
fitting tight, and it rei|uirod couaiderable 
elfort to lift it. Wilnes.i ilenied that ho had 
threatened Mra IJnrllctt, and Ihua mado 
her sign the document, and aaid tho pugea 
were fastened together ua ut preaent by Mr. 
Fuller, juat ufter ho wrote them and before 
they were signed. Sho made no objection 
to any of the statementa. 

To Mr. Morrison, in croan. examination, 
witneaa said that ho had dictated from 
memory tho document that Mrs. Hartlett 
signed, but did not know for certain that it 
w aa juat as she told him until after her 
duugiiier read it over to her and ahe signed 
her name. The ahella he found in the alley- 
way before he asked Mrs. Bartlett to come 
out, but be did not touch them until ahe 
camo to see where they were. He had not 
told 0. B. Ackormkn on the way home from 
tho investigation at Westminster that he 
iuul been wulehing for Stroebel for a long 
lime ; ihut ho did not know whether or not 
enough evidence could bo produced to hang 
him, or that if he cjiiie back to .Sumas wit- 
ness would make it hot for bim. He had 
not aaid that Mr. Moresby waa botching Ihia 
caae, or that if ho did not do hia duly prop- 
erly witneaa would take it out of hia lianda. 
Asked about an alleged converaation 
with I'',lmer Joasup at W ealminater during 
the lir.it trial, in which wilnesa waa 
report cd to have aaid that ho siippoaod 
"Slroebel hud ao much bruaa in hi.-i face 
thai he would not allow guilt utiyway," he 
replied ihul he never in his life had uny con- 
veraation with lOlmor Joaaup, und never 
mado such u romurk lo uny one. He hud 
never said to ,Iohn l>.>rllell, "If Moresby 
c.n'l get evidence enough lo hung bim I'll 
get cvidenco on thia aide of tho lino to drive 
him to hell." Ho hud uovor said any part 
of that to any man. When he spoke at the 
former trial of his connection witli tho police 
of San Francisco he did not mean that ho 
waa on the regular force, but that he had 
been a special uflicer for short periods. Thia 
was 12 or 14 years ago. He had never in 
hiB life spoken to Ufficer Miller, of New 
Westminster, and therefore never told him 
that be had been discharged from the police 
force of San Francisco because he had mur- 
dered a man. Such a statement would not 
have been true. He was never convicted of or 
charged with any crime in any court, and he 
waa not discharged from the police, hut lefl 
bccauao he bad not regular work. 
Ilia woik waa not the baiiie a.i thut 
of tho regular force, bul of a special ut ture. 
For instance, if ihcre wua a lire a lot of 
specials might bo sworn in. Ho could not 
say who was now chief of police ut .Sun 
l''raiioiMco: and when a lotier idgned V. 
Crowley wua pill into hia hand by Mr. 
.Morri-'on, ho could not aay whothcr or not 
tlni wa.-i I lie chief'a signature. 

.\lr. .MorriHoii here pfoceedod to read from 
Ollicer Miller's leatimony ut New Weal- 
iiiinslor, but having staled in unauer to a 
i|Ueslliin that .Miller waa iiol lo be culled us 
a witneaa here, tho Attorney-Uoneral oL)- 
joutod thut thia cvidenco oould not be intro- 
duced, aa Miltor should bo brought into 
court to be cross quustionod as to the aiate- 
iiienta he made. 

His Lordship sustained the objection, 
saying that tho witness ahould have been 
brought here if bia evidence waa to be intro- 
duced. 

Mr. Morrison remarked thut the defence 
ought to receive aonu^ conHidorutiim from 
tho fact that they wore lu.inperod in getting 
their witneHses here. 

The Al liirney-Oenerul look exception to 
tho remai I;, and auid ho thiniL'lil it only 
lair hir the jury lo bo informed thut tho 
C'rowu wua p.'.ying the witnoHsiu on both 
Hides. It hail bi'on iiniile u oondition of tiie 
cliungi: of vcnuo lhat the ( 'rmvii ahon'.d p ly 
I 111! udilitioiiul rxponsea of the wilneaaos for 
the ili fi'Dc, but it h..il uiiico gone further 
than this, and ollVrod to pay tho whole ex- 
jionao. It, waa llioroforo innal unfair to suy 
thill tho (lolencc wua hunipercd in getting 
wiinesaea. 

Mr. Morriaon replied thut wdiut ho meant 
waa lhat he had been informed by tho 
Attorney General that tho trial would not 
comuienco until tho I'J'h, and it waa from 
the fuel lhat it commeiiceil six diiya earlier 
lliul ho hud boon humjiered. 

ilia L-ordaliip auid the i eaponaibilily for 
fixing tho date lay with him, aa there were 
other engagements which should occupy him 
later. For inatuncn, tho aeaaion of tho full 
court commenced to-day without him. As

of notice waa given of tho date died for tho 
now trial, he did nut a(o that there could bo 
any cause for complaini.. 

The Attorney-Uener.il said if there had 
been any demur to going on with tho trial 
he felt sure His Lordship would have post- 
poned it, even at personal inconvenience. 
As it happened, the defence would not com- 
nienea until the 12th or later, so that the 
defenoa in reality had until that date to 
bring their witiiesaea. 

liis Lordship aaid that with respect to 
tho iiarlicular charge upon which the wit- 
uess hud been questioned, there had been 
abundant time to make tho proper inquiries 
and either prove the charge or show it to 
bo without foundation. Ho wished to ob- 
serve to tho counsel chat he was adopting 
a very dangerous lino of defence in the 
wholoaale aspersion of the character of 
witnesses. Couuael should be very wary 
about biringing in these outdoor aspersions 
and introducing them aa aerioua matter. 
Tho defence here bad practically accuaed 
four or live or six or seven witnessea for 
tho Crown of being amugglers, pickpockets, 
thimblo riggora, or criini.'iala of other 
types, and this without the intio- 
diiclion of any evidence to show the 
sliiditoat ju3tilic;itioii. In the whole course 
of hia experienco ho had never seen any- 
thing like this. A judge usually put hia 
foot down at once upon audi proceedings, 
but be had up to tho present retrained from 
interfering because he did not wish to oh- 
struct ill tho alight eat, any line of defence 
which might help the ease of the prisoner, 
lie had felt, very nuieh like iulerferiiig w heu 
a railway agent who waa unfortunate 
enough to have to appear us a wdtnesa, found 
liiniself without provocation covered alnioat 
with slime in the court room. He aaked tho 
counsel to consider what would the jury 
think of their client when he had lo take 
such a black brush lo over the wit- 
nesses on the aido of the Crown. 
Ilia own duly he felt would bo to 
toll iho jury that the reaponaibility for 
this line ol defence must not be saddled upon 
tho prisoner, but rather that it uiuat rest 
solely with the counsel. To persist ia such 
a coiirso towards witnesses must make thia, 
in pLii M of being a court of justice, a court 
of iiijuntioe and of torture. He had felt 
moat indignant on several occasions at tho 
treatment of witnesses, but had nob pre- 
viously remonstrated because it Is a form of 
defence which it is within tho right ot 
counsol to adopt, but he would have in fair- 
ness to make it a subject of address to tho 
jury. 

Mr. Morrison said that unle.'is Hia Lord- 
ship slopjied him ho should follow the 
courao ho had ao far been pursuing, with 
some Bueceaa before another judge, and he 
was ([iiitfi williiiK to takn his chaneoa with 
the jury. 

Ilia LoriUhip replied that in sucli event 
ho must not depend upon the slanderous 
statements of the street, but must produce 
in justiticution the evidence of a court of 
record. 

Mr. Morrison continued that ho was quite 
prepared to produce evidence in support of 
every charge upon which witnesaes had been 
questioned. Ho aaked tho court to remem- 
ber that he had not yet entered upon hia 
defence, and in explaining thia to the jury 
he would justify to them the course he had 
adopted. 

The Attorney-General said that, as far as 
tho record of the present witness Lucas In 
San Francisco was conoorned, Mr. Morrison 
had prcduced in court to-day a fetter 
from the chief of police there, 
which must surely state if there is 
anything on record against him. Waiving 
any question of admissibility, ho would ask 
counsel to put that in and have it read. If 
the letter did not contain iho information, 
and eounael thought there waa any chance 
of improiing his case by procuring it, ho 
iiiieht telegraph to .San I'Vauciaco and pro- 
duce it in the nioriiing. 

His f^ordship remarked that thia would 
bo improper evidence and ho could not 
admit it if procured. 

'J'lie Attorii^y-fienoral again requoated 
lliat the letter from the Chief of I'olice, 
which had been placed in the hands of the 
witness for identilieation, should be pul in.
